It was agreed that as a matter 
of urgency a request be made to 
the shire secretary (Mr. J. W. 
Waters) that a -deputation of 
residents be received by Altona 
Shire Council at their next meet- 
ing (this meeting was last Tues- 
day night and the deputation was 
heard the report of which ap- 
pears on‘ the front page). 

The meeting on Saturday was 
chaired by Cr. W. L. J. Crofts, 
the only Aliona councillor pre- 
sent. Crs. Maddern and Cruik- 
shank from Footscray attended. 
In the audience were several 
residents from that municipality. 

Some concern was expressed 
at lack of Altona council sup- 
port of-the meeting. 

Cr. Crofts gave a resume of 
events from when the first 
notices of- acquisition caused 
consternation among .- residents 
of Altona North.’ 

But’ following a deputation ar- 
ranged by Altona council to the 
Minister of Public Works, visits 
by CRB officers and a letter 
from the Board, residents felt 
they would get a fair go. 

. However, Cr. Crofts said it 
now appears there are different 
interpretation of the words ‘fair 





Six residents submitted de- 
tailed claims for compensation 
and received offers from the 
Board. - 
The offers are a total amount 
for Jand, buildings, fittings, im- 
provements and intangibles. 
Several owners admitted their 
claims were high, but said the 
detailed claims included every- 
thing. . . 
Test case B was for a very 
neat three bedroomed triple- 
fronted weatherboard, for which 
the Board had offered $10,400. 
It was pointed out that the 
owner will need $5600 of this 
amount to purchase a compar- 
able block of land, $400 for legal 
expenses and stamp duty and 
$80 for removalists costs. This 
will leave him the sum of $4320 
out of which he will have to pay 
of any existing loan on the 
house and from which he will 
have to purchase another house. 
Mr. Bill Sommers said a Foot- 
scray resident had submitted a 
sworn valuation of $14,000. The 
Board has not accepted this 
amount and has offered $12,000. 
He pointed out that in the 
audience were a Ifly and gentle- 
man from Broadmeadows who 
have been negotiating with the 
Board for 12 months. The Board 
has offered them $10,000 for a 
large weatherboard house. The 
couple have tried everything to 
receive more for their property 
but. it appears as if the CRB 
will win. . 
“Residents were critical of the 
fact that while they had to sub- 
mit detailed claims to the Board, 
the Board did not show how the 
offers were made up. The effer 
could not be compared with the 
claim.. ‘ 
Previously the Board had 
stated in a letter that a 13-week 
rent free period after settlement 
would be allowed residents. Now 
it appears this concession will 
only apply where the immediate 
removalof the property is net 
required, . 
Cr. Maddern suggested it was 
opportune to consider a furcher 
meeting with the Minister as it 
now seems obvious the offers 
do not conform to ‘he stated 
viewpoint of the Minister, : 
Cr. Cruickshank commented 
on the discrepencies between the 
claims and offers and advised 
residents not to give up any 
property until they, were fully 
| | satisfied with’ the price. He said 
[it is essential that they ail stick 
‘| togather. . 
Cr. Crofts urged residents to 
stick together. He considers the 
Board has shown a complete lack 
of understanding of Altona and 
jis thinking of it in terms of 20 
years ago. - 
It appears the Board is not 
honouring its letter and state- 
ments from officers in ifs em- 
ploy said Cr. Crofts. . 
He agreed the offers should 
be ‘itemised and the promise 
of three months rent free should 
be adhered to. . 
Finally, Mr. Sommers again 
stressed as has been said at 
past meetings that ‘he jeople 
are not against the freeway but 
are seeking. adequate compen- 
sation. 
He suggested the next move 
from’ ‘the people should be 
through the council.

“I don't even know whether 
this council can pull them out 
of the quagmire they are in.” 

Cr. Fisher said he had per- 
sonally warned many residents 
not to sign any agreement with 
the CRB or to have any dealings 
with the Board at all. 

“Those people who acted on 








my advice will not find them- 
selves in difficulties. 

“But the five people who de- 
cided to act on their own as 
test cases are already in trouble. 


“All we can do is speak with 
the Minister again and iry to 
get him down from his position 
of strength. 

“But I warn you, he is ne- 
gotiating from 1 position of 
strength.” . 

Cr. Fisher «said that onm 
claims had been submitted to 
the Government agency and ac- 
cepted the owner lost all right 
to what could have been a more 
substantial order of acquisition. 

In moving the motion, Cr. 
Cresser said he still thought the 
difficuities could be straightened 
out. 


“It's not sympathy these 
people need. They're being 
“turfed’ out. 

“It’s dollars that will help 
them.” 


Cr. Ginifer seconded the mo- 
tion and said he would accom- 
pany the deputation. 

“But when we had the resi- 
dents here eight or 10 weeks 
ago, I offered to help them. 

“From that time I have heard 
nothing. I have had no contact 
at all with the people involved. . 

“And it’s not my fault. IT 
assumed things were going all 


right. 

“Till see the Minister if I have 
to collar him in the Parliaiaen- 
tary diningroom,” Cr. Ginifer 
said.

of Russian life— 


We did all our shopping in 
tourist stores where we could 
only buy in foreign currencies. 
Goods on sale in the stores were 
very expensive, and not very 
impressive. Clothes are yery 
plain and there are racks and 
racks of the same things. They 
can buy quite nice materials, 
though. Mini skirts are unheard 
of and we really received some 
glances and comments—both ad- 
miring and horrified. 


No religion at all, although 
many of the older people still 
attend church. Most of the 
churches are now museums. 


The Russians spare no ex- 
pense when they put on a display 
or show. The ballet we saw 
was the most exquisite thing 1 
have seen performed and the 
new modern theatre was suberb. 

Exhibitions and displays are 
practically faultless and are all 
wonderful sights. : 

Black market dealing is very 
common. Children exchange 
money and badges for chewing 
gum and biros and men will ex- 
change money. 

However, one has to be ex- 
tremely careful as the police 
watch us the whole time. 

The only time I tried was 
wher a small boy wanted a 
biro for -a red star badge—a 
worthwhile souvenier—and as i 
was about to delve into my bag 
a policeman came -up and | 
quickly dived into the bus while 
the poor kid was chased at full 
speed down the street 
through a vacant block of land. 
I do hope he got away. Thus, I 
came out with ne badge. 

Education system is very simi- 
lar to ours with same hours and 
holidays. When they go to the 
university though, they study— 
or many of them do—only one 
subject the whole time.

They 
go to the clubs for three hours 
twice a. week.

I accidentally got caught in an 
army funeral so tagged along 
for interest sake.
